12. Possession and sale of Arms. — The following 
rules for the acquisition, possession and sale of rifles, ex- 
tracted from the Indian Anns Act, 1878 (Act XI of 1878) 
and the Indian Anns Rules, 1909, are published for the in- 
formation and guidance of all concerned. Special atten- 
tion is drawn to paragraphs 5 and 6 of this order which 
define the obligations of persons exempted from the provi- 
sions of the Arms Act. 

j. The following persons are exempted, in respect of 
the arras and. ammunition described, when carried or pos- 
sessed for their own personal use, from the prohibitions 
and directions contained in Sections 13 to i6 of the Indian 
Arms Act, 1878, subject to the provisions stated below:— 

(i) Persons exempted, 

{a) Every Commissioned or Gazetted Officer of His 
Majesty’s Military forces, every commissioned 
Indian Officer of the Imperial Service Troops in 
active service, every member of the Imperial 
Cadet Corps, every warrant officer, non-com- 
missioned officer and soldier in the service of 
His Majesty, and every enrolled Volunteer. 

Provided that an Indian soldier while absent from his 
regiment on leave, shall be exempt only in respect of such jT 
arms and ammunition as may be covered by a pass granted 
to him by his commanding officer [vide also Army Regula- 
tions, India, Volume II). 

(Explanation). The term soldier"" as used in this 
clause does not include a “ reservist.’^

3, Provisos and restrictions

5. Sale of Arms , — Nothing shall prevent: any person 
from selling any arms or ammunition which he lawfully 
possesses for his own private use under paragraphs i, 2j 3 
and 4, above, to any person who is not by any enactment 
for the time being in force prohibited from possessing the 
same, but every person so selling arms or ammunition to 
any person other than a person entitled to possess the same 
by reason of an exemution by. notifi :ation in the Gazette 
of India shall, without unnecessary delay, give to the 
Magistrate of the District, or to the officer in charge of the 
nearest police station, notice of the sale and of the pur- 
chaser’s name and address. 

6. Losses of arms , — Losses or thefts of private arms 
must be foithwith ^reported to the nearest police station 
through the Commanding Officer or Head , of the Departr 
ment. 


Note. — With regard to rule 5 above, instances have come 
to notice of carelessness in the disposal of fire arms and 
ammunition, and of rifles and rifle ammunition having been 
sent for public auction, and so disposed of to persons not 
entitled to possess them. The Governneilt of India have 
desired that severe notice be taken of any cases of negli- 
gence in these matters and that all concerned should be 
warned of the consequences of disposing of arms and am- 
munition to any person in this country wdthout making 
sure that such person is lawfully entitled to purchase or 
possess the same.

88. Indian Army— Reserves.— Inspection and Train- 
ing of Reservists. — India Army Order No. 294 of i 9^3 
r^coftsiruc/ed as follows : — 
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“ The Commander-in-Chief directs that every reserve 
centre shall be inspected annuall}^ either ^ppthe General 
Off cer Commanding the Brigade or by an officer deputed 
by aim for the purpose, during the training of the reser- 
vists. The report on the’ inspection will b^e disposed of in 
the manner laid down in the instructions on the form . of 
confidential report on reserve centres. 
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“ 2 . In addition to the prescribed course of musketry, re- ’ 
servists must be trained in squad and company drill, the 
rifle and musketry exercises, judging distance, skirmishing, 
the attack by sections and companies over broken ground, 
guard and outpost duties, and the construction of cover, e.g., 
sheiter trenches, sangarSf etc. The time available should 
be entirely devoted to practical instruction in accordance 
with a programme which should previously be submitted 
to the Brigade Commander for approval. No marching 
past, or ceremonial parades of any description, except the 
“review of a battalion" laid down in "Infantry Training,^^ 
should be permitted.'"

Organization of tlie General Staff. — 

1. The general staff of the army falls into t\Yo principal 
divisions, viz, 

(<7) The general staff at army headquarters, 

{])) The general staff in armies, divisions, etc. 

2. The functions of the former arc to advise on the stra- 
tegical distribution of the army, to supervise the education 
of officers, and the training and preparation of the army 
for vi'ar, to study military schemes offensive and defen- 
sive, to collect and collate military intelligence, to direct 
the general policy in army matters, and to secure con- 
tinuity of action in the execution of that policy, 

3. The functions of the latter are to assist the officers on 
whose staffs they are serving in promoting military effi- 
ciency, especially in regard to the education of officers and 
the training of the troops, and to aid them in carrying 
out the''policy prescribed by army headquarters, 

4. With these objects in view, the general staff will be 
drawn from the officers of the army who may be consider- 
ed most likely to prove capable of forming a school of 
.progressive military thought. 

5. The detailed duties which fall to the lot of the general 
staff, in furtherance of these objects, are enumerated in 
Appendix A.

2. In Armies, Divisions, etc. 

The general staff in subordinate commands will as a gene- 
ral principle deal with all subjects dealt with by the general 
staff at army headquarters so far as they are applicable. ^ In 
addition they will deal with the inspection of units, review 
reports, and confidential reports.

Rs. 54 per mensem, rising to Rs, 70 per men- 
sem by quadrennial increments of Rs. 4 , til! the 
maximum is attained ; good service pay to con--*?^ 
tinue under existing conditions; and, 

( 5 ) the grant of a pension of Rs, 20 per mensem after 
32 years' service, with the honorary rank of 
Jemadar. 

2. It is also notified that the pay of Farrier majors in 
silladar regiments of the late Bombay Command will be 
reduced from Rs. 57 to Rs. 45 per mensem each, as pre- 
sent incumbents die out or are promoted. 


182. Gymnastics. — With reference to India Array Or- 
der No. 36, dated 17th January 1910, the rates of extra 
duty pay therein laid down also apply to Assistant Instruct- 
ors at Hill Depots and Sanitaria. 


183. Languages— Rewards (Japanese).— It is notified 
for information that the claims of Indian Army officers 
deputed to Japan for two years to study the language under 
paragraph g72-A., Army Regulations, India, Volume II, for 
the rewards due to them under paragraph 378-A., Army 
Regulations, India, Volume I, for passing the intermediate 
and final examinations in Japanese should invariably be 
supported by a certificate from the Military Attache at 
Tokio to the effect that they have duly qualified at those 
examinations. 


184. Shelter for Widows and Orphans of British Sol- 
diers. — In supersession of India Army Orders Nos. 534 and. 
825 of 1904, and 362 of 1906, the following revised rules- 
for the provision of shelter for women and children of 
European descent, the widows and orphans of British sol- 
diers who are living in poverty in bazaars or elsewhere in 
various parts of India, are published for information and 
guidance 

■2. It has been decided that shelter should be provided 
for these women and children in certain charitable institu- 
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tions whicii are recognised by the Government of India as 
suitable for their reception, and which are prepared to 
receive and nn;^^ain them on payment of a suitable capi- 
tation allowance. This allowance will be fixed separately 
for each institution, but will not exceed Rs. 25 per mensem 
for each widow, and Rs. 10 for each child. (Grants already 
made to certain institutions in excess of this reduced maxi- 
mum for children, under existing rules, will, however, 
remain in force). 

This reduced allowance for children will, hereafter, con- 
tinue to be paid only for the same period as is admissible 
under paragraph 885, Army Regulations, India, Volume I, 
vis,, up to 16 years of age (extensible to girls, up to 18 
years in special cases), 

3. Applications for admission into any recognised insti- 
tutions, giving full particulars of each case and containing 
proof that the person or persons are of European parentage 
as defined in Army Regulations, India, Volume II, should 
be submitted either by Collectors, Deputy Commissioners, 
Officers Commanding- Regiments, or Clergymen, to the 
Secretary to the Government of India, Army Department, 
through the local military authorities and the General Offi- 
cer Commanding the Division concerned. The latter, while 
reporting fully on the merits of each particular case, should 
also specify whether room in a selected institution is avail- 
able, and what capitation grant, within the maxima speci- 
fied in paragraph 2, will be required. 

These rules are, as regards orphan children, to be strictly 
reserved for suitable and eligible cases which do not come 
within the application of paragraph 885, et. seq,, Army 
Regulations, India, Volume I, and the question of the ap- 
plicability of the latter regulations should always be con- 
sidered first. The birth of a child, by a wife who was on 
the married strength, after the father has become non- 
effective will not be considered, in itself, a sufficient rea- 
son for debarring the child from the benefits of the Shelter 
Scheme rules, if otherwise eligible. 

4- In cases where shelter is required for a person in. an 
institution which has not up till then been recognised , by 
the Government of India, the application should be submit- 
ted by the General Officer Commanding the . -Divisipn 
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through fte Local 'Goyerinment concerned for report as to 
its --suitability 'for the purpose. 

'When an application is sanctioned, the institution con- 
cerned will be informed, and will recover jfrem the Military 
Accounts Department the allowance due. 

■5. Children of a school- going age will be sent to ah 
orphanage, or boarding school, of suitable denomination 
which receives poor European children, or to one of the 
Lawrence Military Asylums, A capitation fee, not exceed- 
ing JRs. >10 a month, will be granted for, each child admitted to 
an institution other than the Lawrence Military Asylums. 

6. The cost of conveyance, when necessary, wUl.be borne 
by the State. 

7. A list of the institutions which have been recognised 
by the Government of India up to date forms an annexure 
to this order. All future corrections or additions thereto 
will .be published >in India .Army Orders. 


‘8. It is irequestod that the utmost publicity may be given 
to these orders. 


185. Dress— Volunteer Officers. — ^It is notified for in- 
formation that Volunteer officers in possession of the 'Full 
Dress and Mess Dress uniform, prescribed in paragraphs 
I71 to 185, Army Regulations, India, Volume IX, will

187. Indian Army— Reserves, Inspection and Train- 
ing of Reservists.

In the fifth line of the first clause, after the 
word “reservists” insert the following— “ In 
the case of reserve centres at stations under 
Divisional Head Quarters, where there are no 
brigade commanders, the Officer Commanding 
the Station will carry out the inspection.”

2. The general principle to be followed is that the divi- 
sion of duties should correspond with that at Army Mead 
Quarters. The administrative staff in divisions will there- 
fore be divided, as at head quarters, into the Adjutant 
General’s staff and the Quartermaster General’s staff, and 
these staffs will deal with the subjects wliich are in the 
province of the Adjutant General and the Quartermaster 
Genera, respectively, as given in Appendix A to this order. 
The table .annexed to India Army Order No. 246 of 1904 
is cancelled, 

3. The distribution of the present ''routine” staff 
appointments between the Adjutant General's and Quar- 
termaster General's staffs is shown in Appendix B. In 
this, brigade majors and staff captains are shown under the 
heading of “ Adjutant General’s Staff/' But, except in the 
cases of defended ports and independent brigades, 
the distinction between the different branches of the staff 
will not extend lower than tlic divisional slaff, and brigade 
majors will deal with all branches of the slaff work of their 
brigades. 

4. Specially meritorious service on the administrative 
staff may be recognised by accelerated promotion. It 
will rest with the Commander-in-Chief to recommend 
officers on this account for such promotion, whether they \ 
have been employed on administrative staff duties at 
Army Head Quarters, or in divisions, etc. The accdex'atcd 
promotion will usually be granted in the form of a brevet 
up to the rank of lieutenant-colonel, and above that rank 
by selection for the rank of substantive colonel.
